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Fashion District BID Continues to Work with City on 
Street Vending 

LA Fashion District staff, along with staff from the other downtown BIDs, continue to meet 
with individual council members. Last week, staff met with a police officer representative 
who sits on the Sidewalk Vending Committee of the CLA's office. We expressed our 
concerns with the proposed sidewalk vending program. We believe that through the 
downtown BIDs' efforts, the council people are now considering an "opt-in" approach to 
vending. Each neighborhood would have to decide to "opt-in" to allow sidewalk 
vending. However, to be clear, there is no program or proposal on the table right now. We 
will keep you updated as this process continues and as we actually get some details on the 
proposal. 

Gov. Brown Relaxes State Regulations on "Made in 
U.S.A." Label 

The LA Business Journal reports that Gov. Jerry Brown signed a law amendment to the 
"Made in U.S.A. Law". The amendment allows apparel makers and manufactures to label 
their goods as "Made in U.S.A." so long as no more than 5 percent of the wholesale value of 
the product is made overseas. The original code required that all components of the 
product be manufactured in the states.
